A  Marvellous  Narrative. —A  Man  Almost 
Loses  His  Identity. 

There  is  a  trial  involving  a  most  marvel¬ 
lous  question  of  identity  now  progressing  in 
court  at  Malone,  Franklin  county,  N.  Y. 
If  the  case  were  notrin  court,  and  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  Judges,  lawyers  and 
msn^  witnesses,  some  of  the  developments 
would  be  incredible,  and  set  down  as  a 
groundless  fabrication.
